Ducks and Geese Fly High and Are Hard 
to Get 
Looal hunters who spent yesterday 
a t Lake Koshkonong report ducka as 
being scaroe. 
During the past three 
nights the musical sounds of fly log 
geese have been heard, but as yet no 
good shooting is reported on the prat 
ries. 
While a great many take pleas­ 
ure in shooting ducks in the spring 
there are sportsmen who will not, ae 
i they regard spring shooting a specie 
slaughter. 
The ducks a en on these 
waters in the spring are on their way 
north. 
They drop down for a brief 
rest in their semi-sun aal voyage. They 
are as a role too lean to be of value cs 
an article of food and the flesh is net 
very palatable, because of a fishy 
taste. When they leave their southern 
feeding grounds they are fat, but on 
their way north they lose flesh. Their 
rood en route consists largely of small 
fish and a few snails, and the flesh be 
comes tainted.

Postoffice Bill Is Amended. 
Washington, March 19.—After agree­ 
ing to the conference report on the ag­ 
ricultural bill, the house Friday, 
in 
committee of the whole, resumed con­ 
sideration of the postoffice appropria­ 
tion bill. Two hours were spent in dis­ 
cussing the appropriation of $225,0(0 
for the pneumatic tube service, which 
was retained in the bill by a vote of 
65 to 108. All amendments to cut down 
or limit the expenditure of the approp­ 
riation of $30,500,000 for railroad trans­ 
portation were futile. An amendment 
was agreed to, making it a misdemean­ 
or punishable by heavy penalties to 
“pad” the mails during the quadrennial 
weighing. At 5 o’clock the house ad­ 
journed, not having finished the bill.

Great Leader of Conservative* in Europe 
Say* Spain Ie Bankrupt and Practical­ 
ly Friendless—Denounces the Cruel tie* 


in Cuba. 


New York, March 19.—A cable dis­ 
patch from Friedrichsruhe to a New 
York newspaper says: 
Prince Bismarck Friday gave an au­ 
dience to an American newspaper man. 
The prince’s utterance on the Cuban 
question is, without doubt, the most 
important that has been made in Eu­ 
rope since the war for the independ­ 
ence for the island began. 
Bismarck is the very citadel of con­ 
servatism in Europe. His voice is the 
voice of the sober second thought of 
the old world. 
“McKinley 
has 
shown 
superior 
statesmanship by calming public ex­ 
citement,” he said. “The exaltation of 
the American mind concerning Cuba is 
not quite understood in Europe, yet 
it is true that there are Spanish jin­ 
goes as well as Yankee jingoes. 
“The Spanish standpoint is medieval. 
Spain’s atrocities in Cuba, her mis­ 
government at home, and her treat­ 
ment of captives in Montjuich fortress 
are fresh in our recollection. Spain is 
today on the very verge of bankruptcy. 
She cannot rely upon any support, 
except, possibly from France or Italy. 
“When the German emperor spoke 
of the Cuban question recently he did 
not refer to a war between the United 
States and Spain, but to a settlement 
in money. We Germans condemn war 
as impractical. 
We sympathize with 
the grievances of the Cuban insurgents. 
“I prophesy that Cuba will soon be­ 
come an independent republic by dip­ 
lomatic means.” 
Bismarck has been confined indoors 
for twelve weeks. 
He is somewhat 
pale, but his eyes were bright and his 
spirit high. He smoked a long pipe. A 
delegation of old Schleswig-Hol?tein- 
ers called on the prince Friday, and he 
congratulated them on the fiftieth an­ 
niversary of their 
separation 
from 
Denmark and the abounding prosperity 
under the beneficent rule of the father­ 
land.

RECEIPTS. 


Ilm h s n d iie Exports Show a Large In ­ 
crease—Sixteen 
Per Cent Over Last 
T ear—Failures for the Week Show a 
Slight Decreases 


New York, March 19—R. G. Dun & 
Oo.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
“Neither peace nor war reports have 
changed the onward current of busi­ 
ness. Orders for more than $25,500,000 
gold from Europe have blocked any 
drift toward stringency in rates for 
money, and treasury receipts of about 
$1,100,000 a day have kept in check 
any question about the currency, while 
exports of products have continued 
at a rate considerably increased, and 
the demand for products of the great 
industries shows 
steady 
expansion. 
Prompt action by the senate and house 
has removed all fear of embarrassment 
through conflicting purposes at Wash­ 
ington. 
The government is making 
ready without any waste of time, while 
frankly 
assuring 
everybody 
that it 
looks for a peaceful settlement and 
hopes that its preparations may prove 
unnecessary. 
“The backbone of the situation is the 
excess of merchandise exports, more 
than $41,000,000 in February, with an 
increase of $2,200,000 in miscellaneous 
products, $2,100,000 in provisions, $4,- 
500,000 in cotton 
and 
$7,000,000 
in 
breadstuffs compared with last year, 
and $15,100,000 in all products. In two 
weeks of March exports have been 16 
per cent larger than last year, and im­ 
ports have gained but 8.7 per cent. The 
outgo of cotton surpasses all expecta­ 
tions. 
Wool shows no change in quo­ 
tations, though eastern markets are 
extremely dull, and the indifference of 
manufacturers has made transactions 
only 2,062,300 pounds, against 10,891,- 
900 for the corresponding week 
last 
year. Little encouragement appears in 
the market for cotton goods. 
“Bessemer pig and gray forge are 
both slightly stronger at Pittsburg, the 
proposed combination of

products at any point, excepting wire 
nails. 
“Failures for the week have been 208 
in the United States, against 216 last 
year and 27 in Canada, against 50 last 
year.”
